Thrill of the day, however, came in 
the final heat, when DeSoto and British 
CZ rider, Dave Bickers, jumped out 
ahead of the pack. Coming onto the 
front straight, Bikers held a slight edge 
over his American counterpart, but by 
the end of the first lap, DeSoto had 
taken the lead. Bickers was close 
behind, but the former Hawaiian champ 
rode like he’s probably never ridden 
before. (“Once, I looked behind and no 
one was there,” DeSoto said later.

ATLANTA INTER-AM CALLED ‘RINKY-DINK’

FARMER BELL’S PASTURE, GA., 
Oct. 25, 1970 — Some said that it set 
motocross back several years in the 
South; some just thought it was a 
rinky-dink operation. But, the racing 
was good in spite of the production. 
The estimated 2000 spectators that 
showed saw what lies in the future of 
International Motocross as the Suzuki 
of Sylvain Geboers blew everyone into 
the weeds. 

Despite this, he could not claim 
overall honors as he pulled out of the 
third moto with water in his carburetor. 
Even though the problem was corrected, 
he opted not to return to the course 
where a finish would have insured first 
place. His reasons were not defined but 
an inkling was felt when he commented 
later while receiving his check, “It 
wasn’t worth it.” 

It was hard to believe or conceive an 
event more poorly run. The FIM 
representative set the tone right from 
the beginning when he told the 250cc 
riders that the way they were chosen to 
ride either the Expert or Novice class 
was by how neatly they filled out their 


entry blanks. It really didn’t matter, 
though, because our riders just haven’t 
learned to ride in the mud caused by 
rain. The way the winners of the two 
classes were decided was by who could 
climb the big, muddy hill, lap after lap. 

Having no single person in charge 
caused a late and confused start. 
American riders who sent in their $7.50 
entry were asked to pay an additional 
$2 for insurance. Some riders just left 
while others disgustedly coughed up the 
amount. 

Then, the first International Moto 
got under way as the starter dropped 
the red flag, used because it was the 
only flag the starter was provided with 
by the promoters. 

Geboers and Bengt Aberg had a close 
race early in the moto but Sylvain 
pulled away as the heat drew to a close. 
When he received the Confederate Flag 
instead of a checkered at the finish, he 
was understandably confused; so was 
the crowd. To make it worse, the public 
address system was such that the only 
one who could hear the announcer was 
the announcer. 


After this race, the fun started as the 
250 riders, trying their best, went 
half-way around the course and came to 
the above mentioned “muddy hill”. 
You have to give them credit, though. 
They would make attempt after attempt 
until they finally got over. If nothing 
else, the afternoon showed that while 
our riders may not be as experienced as 
the Europeans, they are determined. 

The 500 Jrs. fared a little better with 
more power to top the hill, but they, 
too, soon met with trouble as the hill 
became slicker. In their second heat, all 
the leaders were stalled on the hill on 
the last lap and the winner was decided 
by who made it over first. 

The hill was removed from the 
course for the 125 riders and then Jim 
Law, driving more than 500 miles from 
Ohio, won all three motos and took 
home exactly nothing. There was no 
trophy, money or anything. The 
promoters promised to send him a 
trophy in the “near future.” 

The second International heat again 
went to Geboers, although he had to 
race this time as Torsten Hallman took 


the lead at the start until he, too, had 
hill trouble. Californian Bob Grossi, 
who took top American in all three 
motos, had a fine race with Zane Kent, 
Jim Shotton and Al Settles, Jr. 

The final International moto was 
very puzzling. Geboers got off in second 
behind Aberg, passed him and got a 
commanding lead. Half-way through, his 
machine got its trouble and he retired 
for the day. This left Aberg with the 
lead until he got stuck in the mud three 
laps from the end. Jonsson took the 
lead and the final moto win with Aberg 
not appearing at the finish line where 
this reporter was stationed. 

This would have been enough to 
prevent Aberg from taking the overall 
win, but I later heard that two people 
had helped him out of the mud, which 
should have disqualified him. But, never 
the less, Aberg was declared the overall 
winner with Jonsson second. ~ 

I can’t help but think of the Buffalo 
Springfield song in which they say, 
“There’s something happening here, but 
what it is ain’t exactly clear.”

COSTA MESA, CALIF., Oct. 23, 1970 
— Showing the form that made him a 
four-time World Speedway Champion, 
Barry Briggs along with Bert Harkins 
brought first-place wins to the ‘overseas 
riders’ pits to take an 11 to 7 lead in the 
special Anglo-American gold cup series. 

The 1971 U.S. Champion, Rick

series races. 

The Gold Cup competition will be 
run as a series of three races each week 
for three weeks including two American 
riders and two foreign riders with points 
being awards first—3, second—2, 
third—1 and fourth—0 points. At the 
end of the series, the team with the 
most points will take home the gold 
cup. 

The first one was Jim Airey and Bert 
Harkins pitted against Steve Bast and 
Sonny Nutter. Off the line it was 
Harkins and Bast side by side with Bast 
hanging in there like a bulldog, but 
Harkins was able to pull ahead leaving 
Steve in second and Sonny in third. This 
finish would have left a tie score and 
Jim Airey was aware of this as he was 
able to muster the extra steam needed 
to pass Nutter for third, this set the 
score at 4-2. 

Next up was Barry Briggs teamed 
with Dave Gifford against Rick Woods 
and Bill Cody. Woods had been having 
lousy luck for the evening, but Cody 
had been tearing up the competition in 
both the handicap and the scratch races. 

Briggs won the toss and from the 
pole position he grabbed the lead with 
Woods right behind him and Cody on 
Rick’s rear wheel as Dave Gifford spun 
out in the corner but kept it up-right 
and running and continued on. About 
this time, Woods had a little trouble and 
went wide and Cody moved imto 
second, but Woods came back to move 
back into second. But, there was no 
catching Briggs who had built up a good 
lead. 

As they came around for the last lap, 
Bill lost it in the corner and was unable 
to keep it running and had to settle for 
a fourth place while Woods finished 
second for a total score of 8-4 with the 
Americans on the tail end.

controlled ride. The 499cc “Victor” 
(actually a Works prototype) has a lot of 
low end torque and Nicoll held his lead 
on the bumpy course by capitalizing on 
this aspect of his four stroke machine. 
In the second heat, though, Robert 
passed Nicoll after a few laps and 
showed no mercy, lengthening his lead 
for the entire 30 minutes. 

Nicoll commented afterwards that 
after realizing Robert could not be 
caught, he eased off his motor a bit to 
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Itwas visual rough for top American 
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ensure that he would finish. Robert and 
Nicoll each received 595 points in the 
series standings, but Robert received 
first place money because he won the 
final moto. This same tie-breaking 
system was used in the case of Keith 
Hickman and Gunnar Lindstrom, who 
tied for fifth; each received 555 points, 
but Hickman got the top slot due to his 
better place in the second moto. 

The course at Delta could be 
described as “honest”. There are 


virtually no natural terrain ingredients

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to make a spectacular course, and as a 
result the riding lacked the high flying 
antics so often described in posters and 
advertising. But most of the contestants 
said they found the course challenging. 
Several off-camber washboard straights 
clearly separated the skilled from the 
timorous, .and ~ Nicoll ‘and Robert 
regularly passed four or five riders per 
lap in these sections. 

The start opened onto a broad fast 
section of TT track, with a full left 
hander that provided exciting and safe

starts. To save time and make for more 
exciting races, the support entrants were 
divided into two huge heats rather than 
four smaller ones. In the first race, solid 
hopes for a win in the final were dashed 
for Barry Higgins when his primary 
chain broke. This is the same malady 
that affected his five-speed Ossa at 
Unadilla the previous week. Though 
Higgins had a 360 (also a prototype) on 
hand, he had no space whatsoever for it, 
and opted for the lightweight race 
instead. Ossa and Bultaco are the only 
two stroke machines to use a primary 
chain. 

After Higgins dropped out, Tom 
Rapp moved back into first place and 
stayed there for the rest of the heat. 
Rapp also won the support main after a 
20-minute tag match with Ron 
Stockman, who has been riding for 
Bultaco as of the Delta race. The two 
yellow shirts were lapping riders 
halfway through the 20-minute feature, 
bobbing through the turns and flying 
over the jumps like twins. 

This eye-and crowd-pleasing 
spectacle was not reflected in the final 
results, however, as Stockman was 
penalized for jumping the line at the 
start and dropped one place to third 
overall. Second went to Paul Reed a 
first year rider from New Hampshire. 
Reed does a lot of skiing and has 
adapted spectacularly to the skills of 
motorcycling. 

“I just got on and knew how to ride 
‘em’, he explained. Reed won the 
support race at Unadilla the week 
before. 

In the main motos, factory riders 
embarrassed most of the others. Robert 
took the edge off BSA power by taking 
the overall win, but the next four places 
went to the red shirted four stroke 
pilots.

VACAVILLE, CALIF., Oct. 25, 1970 — 
Bakersfield’s John McGillivray 
dazzled the assembly at the AFM road 
races at Vaca Valley Raceway ona BSA 
Rocket Three by riding to victories in 
both the Open G.P. class and the big 
bore production.

AT PUYALLUP

PUYALLUP, WASH., Oct. 18, 1970 — 
A potent force in Northwest motocross 
racing emerged. this weekend when 
Clark Marshall, owner of Puyallup 
Raceway Park, and. the Seafair City MC 
teamed up to put on a super-successful 
event that featured: a match race 
between Eastern and Western 
Washington riders. The Seafair City 
people handled the mechanics of the 
race itself while Clark Marshall, 
well-known drag-racing promoter, 
provided the publicity and course. And 
what a great job he did on both! 

The publicity consisted of full TV, 
radio, and press coverage on a scale 
equivalent to that for a major auto race. 
The race was not kept a deep, dark 
secret, known only to enthusiasts, and 
the public was actually invited to 
attend. The quantity of advertising was 
matched only by the quality of the race 
course itself. 

Carved out on a rolling, grassy 
meadow near the drag racing facility, 
this course has got to be the best in the 
Northwest and possibly the entire West 
Coast. Its got super traction, a fast, 
bumpy surface, is completely visible 
from the two large grandstands, and is 
an absolute gas to ride. 

More than 1300 paying spectators 
turned out ona day of intermittent rain 
showers to see the Northwest’s top 
riders compete for cash and trophies. In 
the Open Senior class Randy Skiver 
topped a talented field to bring home 
the gold on his Maico. In doing so he 
held off a strong bid by Bob Mutch, 
who finished second, and Norm Kopp, 
taking third. There were some good 
duels in this class with no rider enjoying 
a clear advantage. 

Gordy Ochs was a surprise winner in 
the 250 Senior class when he outpaced a 
speedy group of challengers led by 
Easterner Jim Pomeroy. Coming up fast 
at all times was Greg Heitman for a 







third overall in his performance this 
year as a Senior rider. 

The 125 Senior class was dominated 
by riders from East of the Cascades as 
Norm Kopp and Rick Poulin earned 
first and second spots respectively. 
These two were usually way out front 
but a ferocious battle was being waged 
back in the pack for third and fourth 
place with Buck Murphy coming out on 
top in that duel for an overall third and 
Jim Noble in for fourth over Pat 
Marinacci and Brian Barthrop. 

The best race of the day came when 
all the regular races were finished and a 
special East vs. West race was run, 
pitting the three best riders from the 
East side of the mountains in each class 
against the same from the West. They all 
went off together and it was really 
amazing to see how close the racing was 
in this bunch of super-stars. On this fast 
course the big bikes were able to use 
their power and eventually stretched 
out a lead over the 125’s but not 
without a good tussle. 

At the drop of the checkered flag it 
was obvious that the West had 
accomplished the overall win when the 
first three riders to cross were from the 
West. Gordy Ochs led the parade with 
Doug Munson and Randy Skiver making 
up the balance. As though it were 
planned that way, Jim Pomeroy, Rick 
Poulin, and Norm Kopp, all from the 
East, came across in a second parade to 
pick up fourth through sixth. The West 
team had the power this time but, 
maybe next time? 

The spectators really grooved on the 
team race and are sure Clark Marshall 
will keep that in mind for the next race, 
which is set for the weekend of Nov. 7 
and 8. It seems to me I heard someone 
say the Duodenum Motocross Team is 
faster than the Northwest Motocross 
Team. Hmmm. Only one way to find 
out.

SALT LAKE CITY, LEHI, UTAH, Oct. 
10-11,1970 — The Utah Motocross 
Championships! Two days of motocross 
racing, on two completely different 
tracks, sponsored by two clubs, the Lehi 
Challengers and the Continental 
Motocross Association. It was a 
demanding, all around test of man and 
machine, and the winners truly earned 
the title of Utah’s Motocross Champions 
for 1970. 

Saturday’s racing was at the 
Challengers’ course in Lehi, Utah. The 
track runs in and around an old gravel 
pit and it’s a big big course. There are 
some long loose uphills, deep coarse 
sand, and a_ fast-as-you-can-and-dare 
downhill. For spice there was some 
slippery mud in the bottom and a little 
puddle only a dozen feet long but a 
good foot deep.

During practice Saturday there was rain 
mixed with snow, which drove riders off 
the course to shelter, but by noon the 
skies cleared and there was sunshine for 
Saturday’s racing and all day Sunday.

There are no big up-hills or 
down-hills, but a multitude of bumps, 
jumps, and whoop-de-doos, in addition 
to soft fine sand the super-gooey mud.

With a new pipe in place, however, 
he was uncatchable in the next four 
motos. Chances for a clean sweep were 
ruined in the last moto Sunday, though, 
when he fell twice. His previous rides 
were still enough to crown him the 250 
Motocross Champion of Utah. 

Burgess, who generally has things his 
way in this class, had to settle for 
second; and Pete Crandall, riding his 
first motocross since breaking an arm 
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Don Sliger made motorcycle history when he rode his Weber-cammed twin-engine machine 
over 200 mph at Bonneville. This is the first open-wheel bike to crack the elusive 200-mph , 
barrier.

The 
officials didn’t catch one little cat who 
was sneaking down the sandwash and 
then out onto the track for extra laps. 
He had them conned into the fact it was 
two guys on the same bike but with a 
Bell Star on it’s hard to tell who it is. 
We happened to be in theright place at 
the right time and saw it. 

There was even a trail rider who 
popped out of nowhere and rode two 
laps with the racers...it was lucky he 
didn’t get killed, or take one of the 
troops with him, Can you imagine a 125 
Yamaha in the 500 class? 

The dust got bad but for all the 
confusion of the day there were two 
good things. The riders had a ball and 
the amublance didn’t have to take 
anyone away.

One of the perennial problems of the 
off-road rider is finding a place to test 
his bike. Maybe there’s a race 150 miles 
out in the desert and he’s just gone 
through the engine completely and he 
thinks it’s ready to go. But he’d like to 
check it out and make sure that he 
hasn’t forgotten something or made 
some silly mistake. Nobody wants to 
drive that far and then find out that 


there’s no needle in the carburetor, 
right? Most riders solve the problem by 
taking three quick laps around the block 
and then streaking into the garage about 
30 seconds ahead of the cops. This 
“solution” has several disadvantages, 
not the least of which is that it 
infuriates all the peace-loving neighbors 
to the point where they want to blast 
the rider out of the saddle with a 
shotgun.

Other riders solve the problem by 
trucking their bikes over to the 
neighborhood play area and terrorizing 
the kids on mini-bikes for a half hour.

neighborhood play areas are 
disappearing like smoke in a high wind. 


There are lots of reasons — noise, 
erosion, smoke, dust, insurance 
problems, you name it.

prohibiting the existence of 
motorcycles, and forbiding the 
non-existent motorcycles to ride 


anywhere, forever. 

The city of Anaheim, Parks and 
Recreation Department, is attempting 
to be somewhat more creative. Down by

park by city officials, and we’re going to 
survey a few of them so that you, the 
reader, will know what’s involved. You 
migh elect to skip this in the fond rosy 
belief that there will be riding areas 
tomorrow, or you might decide to help 
preserve the free areas that are left, or 
you might decide to help establish 
Upson’ Downs. 

The first step in turning wasteland 
into cycleland is to show that it will be 
attractive to the people for whom it’s 
intended. To accomplish this the-park’s 
promoters, Doug Newcomb and Dick 
Gagnebin, procured maps of the area 
and started planning courses and 
facilities. They laid out a mini-bike area, 


a TT course, a beginners’ area and two 
motocross courses.It’sa bit to much for 
31 acres but it all fits and it looked 
feasible. They started going after the 
thing in earnest, and as soon as the 
non-motorcycling world became aware 
of what they were doing, the trouble 
started. Noise was the first obstacle. - 

Residents who were miles away from 
the proposed site started hollering about 
the potential noise. They had heard 
two-strokes with expansion chambers 
before and now that they had a law 





they weren’t going to hear them again. 
Obviously, the first step was to assure 
everyone within miles that all the bikes 
would be muffled, and besides, the 
prevailing wind was such that noise 
would be carried out over the Riverside 
Freeway. 

Questions were asked about the 
safety of the park’s potential users and 
bystanders. It was pointed out that a lot 
of people would be using the area and 
accidents might result. To counter this, 
all trails in the park were made one-way 
and limited access was proposed. An 
observation tower is planned for each of 
the four area. No cars are allowed in the

Not only isn’t it fair but the mental 
attitude of the two riders if different. 
Once you have raced for money your 
head no longer works the same way as 
the guy who is in the thing just for the 
jollies of it. 

Some moons back we were involved 
in a big hassle (were we ever!) in a thing 
with the AMA about letting the Class C 
Experts and Amateurs ride scrambles. 
At that time we felt it highly unfair 
because as soon as they were prevented 
from riding, the scrambles started going 
downhill. There were some jolly old 
arguments on that question including 
one with a guy still the greatest 
all-around racer this country has 
produced and one of his points, 
amongst many others that have no 
bearing on this- story, was that the 
difference in equipment wasn’t fair. At 
that time I thought all kinds of nasty 
thought to myself and argued back. 

Well, that little part of that 
discussion is now real but in a different 
way. People are riding machinery as 
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scramblin’ 





finely prepared as any pro, getting paid 
as a pro but riding as sportsmen. As just 
a personal thought once the money got 
started drifting around, that is when the 
big bikes started going downhill, not the 
absence of the Class C boys, and that is 
still the class that brings in the 
spectators my friends. Sure, there have 
been problems with the clubs being so 


aroun 


slow in getting the show on the road 
that the big bikes just got sick of getting 
shafted every week and stayed home or 
went to ride non-district club events. 
But, at the same time, a lot of the guys 
out in front were well-sponsored. Why 
even try to compete with them when 
you couldn’t out-horsepower them 
anyway? The day turned into a 
complete drag and you could have a hell 
of a lot more fun just going out to the 
boonies and going skidding. And that’s 
just what a lot of them did. 

As a parallel, I think some of you 
know that I’m a retired car racer (well 
almost retired until I get a Porsche 
alongside) and my husband and I 





campaigned a stock sports care for a few - 


years. At first, it was a complete and 
utter ball. People had MG’s and Alfas 
and things like that and we had a blast. 
It was what was referred to in them 
‘good ole days’ as the gentleman drivers 
class. Then up came the money bit. The 
year we tossed in the towel the guy who 
won the championship in the class we 
drove in spent $10,000 for that number 
one. He earned it, too, but how could

bike areas. A volunteer patrol, similar to 
that of the ski areas, is planned. Since 
the courses will have different levels of 
difficulty, riders can be encouraged to 
stay on the course appropriate to his 
ability.

land to someone else. Thus opponents 
of the park have persuaded the Anaheim 
police force that the park would make 
an ideal training base for guerilla type 
maneuvers.
